ANECDOTES  OF  THE  POLAR 
BEAR. 

My  friend  Ooyarra  slept  in  my  cabin 
and  as  he  never  paid  me  a  visit  without 
giving  some  interesting  information,  1 
was  on  this  occasion  also  treated  with 
some  curious  stories.  Amongst  others, 
he  related  several  anecdotes  of  the 
sagacity  ol  bears,  of  whicli  animals  he 
had  himself,  though  a  very  young  man, 
killed  live,  and  llirce  out  of  that  number 
unassisted  by  other  Eskimaux.  On  one 
occasion  he  saw  a  bear  swim  cautiously 
TO  a  large  rougii  piece  of  ice,  on  wliicli 
two  female  walruses  were  lying  asleejt 
witii  their  cubs. — The  wily  animal  crept 
up  some  hummocks  behind  this  party, 
and  with  his  fore  feet  loosened  a  large 
block  of  ice ;  this,  with  tiie  help  of  liis 
nose  and  ])aws,  he  rolled  and  carried 
until  immediately  over  ilie  heads  of  the 
sleepers,  when  he  let  it  fall  on  one  of 
the  old  animals  which  was  instantly  kill¬ 
ed.  The  other  walrus  with  its  cub  roll¬ 
ed  into  the  water,  but  tiie  young  one  of 
the  stricken  female  remained  by  its  dam ; 
on  this  hclj)les3  creature  the  bear  now 
leaped  down,  and  tlius  completed  the 
destruction  of  two  animals,  which  it 
would  not  have  ventured  to  attack 
openly.  This  account  secmcil  so  very 
wonderful,  tliat  ilnv  who  heard  it  hesi¬ 
tated  to  declare  it  false  ;  but  for  Ooyar- 
ra’s  cTcdlt  I  afterwards  met  with  a  little 
book  written  by  a  Mi.  Laing,  surgeon 
of  a  whaler,  in  wliieh  was  a  quotation 
from  the  “  Fauna  Giceiilandica'’  of  Fa- 
bricius,  which  gives  a  corresponding  ac¬ 
count,  that  “  in  the  combats  between 
bears  and  walruses,  the  former  fre¬ 
quently  obtain  the  victory,  bv  taking 
large  masses  of  ice  and  dashing  them 
against  the  heads  of  tlieir  opponents.” 

The  stratagems  practised  in  taking 
the  ooghiook,  or  large  seal,  arc  not  much 
less  to  be  admired.  These  creatures 
arc  remarkably  timid,  and  for  that  rea¬ 
son  always  lie  to  bask  or  sleep  on  the 
very  edge  of  the  pieces  of  floating  ice, 
so  that  on  the  slightest  alarm  they  can, 
by  one  roll,  tumble  themselves  into  their 
favourite  element.  They  arc  extremely 
restless,  constantly  moving  tiieir  head 
from  side  to  side,  and  sleejkmg  by  verv 
short  naps.  As  with  all  wild  creatures, 
they  turn  their  attention  to  the  direction 
of  the  wind,  as  if  expecting  danger  from 
that  quarter.  Tlic  bear,  on  seeing  his 
intended  prey,  gets  quietly  into  the  wa¬ 
ter,  and  swims  until  to  leeward  of  him, 
from  whence  by  frequent  siiort  dives, 
he  silent)}  makes  his  approaches,  anil 
so  arranges  his  distance,  tint  ct  the  last 
dive  he  comes  up  to  the  spot  wliere  the 
seal  in  lying.  If  the  poor  animal  at¬ 
tempts  to  escape  by  rolling  into  the 
water,  ho  falls  into  the  bear’s  clutches ; 
if,  on  the  contrary,  he  lies  still,  liis  de¬ 
stroyer  makes  a  powerful  spring,  kills 
him  on  llie  ice,  and  devours  liiin  at

Tlie  city  of  Pompeii  was  burned  by  ’ 
showers  of  dust  aiul  cinders  whicii  fell 
during  an  eruption  of  Vesuvius  in  the  * 
vear  79  of  the  Christian  era.  Hereu-  ‘ 
laneum,  at  the  fool  ol  llio  mountain  and  ' 
near  Pompeii,  shared  the  same  awful  ' 
fate,  hut  “  was  afterwords  flooded  with  ’ 
a  river  of  hot  water,  whicli  converted  ^ 
the  whole  mass  into  a  solid  rock  of 
cement — Pompeii,  on  the  contrary,  was  ^ 
covered  with  white  ashes  so  loose  as  to  ' 
be  easily  removed  with  a  spado,  and 
about  one  lliird  of  the  low  hill  which 
contains  it  has  been  dug  away,  and  a 
number  of  streets  and  some  hundreds 
of  buildings  are  opened  again  to  the 
sun.”  A  short  lime  since,  several 
thousand  men  were  employed  in  ex¬ 
cavating;  in  1821  only  “  two  or  tlircc 
laborers  were  found  at  work  with  s|)ades 
and  malloeks,”  and  in  February  last 
eleven  men  and  a  few  boys  were  em¬ 
ployed  in  removing  the  ashes  from  the 
buried  portion  of  the  city.  'J’he  houses 
are  without  roofs  ;  owing,  as  it  is  sup¬ 
posed,  [larlly  to  an  eartlujuake  which 
nearly  destroyed  the  city  16  years  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  eruption,  and  partly  to  the 
weight  of  the  superincumbent  sand  and 
ashes.  They  are  small,  generally  of 
two  stories  and  painted  with  the  forms 
of  animals,  the  colors  of  which  have 
lost  none  ol  their  original  brightness. 
Most  ot  the  largest  houses,  are  of  one 
story,  to  guard  as  our  traveller  supposes, 
against  the  ellects  of  earthquakes.  “  Ac¬ 
cording  to  tlicir  size  they  contain  one 
or  more  square  courts,  open  above,  and 
surrounded  with  piazzas,  which  par-  j 
tiaily  protect  from  the  weather  the  en¬ 
trances  to  tlie  sleeping  rooms,  usually 
arranged  around  ill  in  by  fours.”  The 
streets  are  narrow  and  the  pavements 
much  worn  with  the  wheels  of  carriages 
and  the  feet  of  foot  passengers.  We 
have  only  room  to  mention  a  few  of  the 
buildings  that  were  visited  and  descrilied 
by  our  Tourist. — Among  these  were  the 
Forum  and  two  theatres,  the  tragic  and 
the  comic. — These  and  the  amphitheatre 
are  nearly  perfect.  “  In  the  archcfl  |iass- 
age.  by  whicli  we  entered  ami  left  the 
ampliillicatrc,  are  sliown  several  small 
dungeons,  in  which  it  is  probable  wild 
beast  were  kept  for  the  shows,  and  in 
the  do. -post  ol  one  of  them  an  iron 
staple  yet  remains.  The  temple  of  Isis, 
which  was  one  of  the  principal  temples 
01  the  city,  contained  the  skeleton  of 
several  men,  sMpjiosod  to  be  priests — 
111  the  house  of  a  surgeon,  consisting  of 
three  small  rooms  plastered  and  orna¬ 
mented  witii  pictures  of  water  colours, 
were  loiind  more  than  fifty  surgical  in¬ 
struments.  In  tlic  shop  of  a  sculptor 
were  found  pieces  of  marble,  several 
busts  and  statuc.s,  with  others  half  form¬ 
ed,  rough  blocks  and  the  tools  with 
which  they  had  been  wrought.  In  some 
of  the  dweHiiig  houses  were  tickets  for 
the  theatres  and  auqihifhcatre-,  in  the 
form  of  birds,  beasts.  See.  with  the  Ro¬ 
man  numbers  answering  to  lliose  of  the 
doors  and  stair  cases.  At  a  corner  of 
tlie  street  is  a  building  with  a  jiicture 
on  the  outside  of  a  scrjiciit  biting  an  ap¬ 
ple,  whicli  is  supposed  to  have  been  the 
shop  of  ail  apothecary  from  this  cir- 
cumstariee,  as  well  as  on  account  of  the 
dry  vases  and  pills  found  within.  “We 
passed  an  oil  and  wine  shop,  a  public 
ibuiitaiii  and  reservoir,  long  since  dry, 
two  shops  where  wine  was  sold  by  the 
draugiit,  a  soap-manufactory,  and  the 
public  wcighiiig-ofiicc.  Here  were  found 
weights  of  lead  and  inarhic,  two  pair  of 


traordinary  as  it  may  appear,  having 
beyond  its  areas  three  luindsomc  figure 
galleries,  or  virandas,  supported  by  re¬ 
gular  pillars,  with  compartments  hewn 
out  of  the  boundary  scarp,  containing 
4  2  curious  gigantic  figures  of  the  1  lindoo 
inyiliology  ;  the  whole  three  galleries, 
inclosing  the  areas  and  occupying  the 
almijst  incredible  space  of  nearly  420 
feet  of  excavated  rock  ;  being,  upon  the 
average  about  lo  feet  2  inches  broad 
ail  round,  and  in  height  14  feel  and  a 
half,  while  positively  above  these  again 
arc  cxcavaed  five  large  rooms.  Within 
the  court,  and  opposite  these  galleries, 
or  virandas  stands  Keylas,  the  proud, 
wonderful,  towering  in  hoary  majesty, 
fabric  of  rock  surpassed  by  no  relic  of 
antiquity  in  the  known  world. 

This  brief  outline  will  imparl  to  the 
reader  some  idea  of  tlic  Wonders  of 
Elora  !  and  if  these  temples  do  not 
excite  in  the  mind  emotions  of  astonish¬ 
ment  and  delight,  I  have  quite  mis¬ 
understood  niy  feeling.  'Fo  build  the 
Panllicon  at  Alliens,  St.  Peter’s  at 
Rome,  our  own  St.  Paul’s,  or  a  Fothgill 
Abbey,  is  a  task  of  science  and  labour ; 
but  we  understand  bow  it  is  done,  how 
it  proceeds  and  how  it  is  finished ;  but 
to  conceive  for  a  moment  a  body  of 
men,  however  numerous,  with  a  spirit 
however  invincible,  and  resources  how¬ 
ever  great,  attack  a  solid  mountain  rock, 
in  most  parts  100  feet  high,  and  exca¬ 
vating  by  the  slow  process  of  the  chisel, 
a  temple  like  the  one  I  have  faintly  des¬ 
cribed,  with  its  galleries,  or  Pantheon, 
its  vast  era,  and  indescribable  mass  of 
sculpture,  and  carving  in  endless  pro¬ 
fusion — the  work  appears  beyond  be¬ 
lief,  and  the  mind  is  bewildered  in 
amazement.

DESCIUPTION  OF  VESUVIUS. 

“  The  guide  now  led  us  towards  the  foot 


of  Vesuvius,  projierly  so  called,  which  rises,  I 
like  an  immense  ant  heap,  about  twelve  hun¬ 
dred  feet  high  ;  and  all  the  w.iy  we  trod  on 
newly  formed  lava.  Streams  were  issuing 
out  on  all  sides  :  but  at  the  foot  of  Vesuvius, 
the  [ilacc  where  the  lava  first  appears,  smoke 
was  rising  in  clouds  which  sometimes  shaded 
the  sun.  There  we  scrambled  up  a  heap  of 
loose  rocks,  along  the  top  of  which  was  slow¬ 
ly  flowing  a  stream  of  half  fluid  matter,  in  a 
ditch  three  or  four  feet  wide,  self  formed, 
but  perfectly  straight  and  regular.  It  was 
encrusted  with  a  porous  black  surface ;  hut 
wlienevcr  a  cloud  passed  over  or  rather 
when  the  smoke  of  Vesuvius  rolled  for  an 
instant  between  us  and  the  sun,  it  briglitencd 
like  red  hot  iron  or  a  rattle-snake  suddenly 
enraged,  while  a  strange  crackling  sound 
passed  over  it  that  made  us  start.  Quanti¬ 
ties  of  the  lava  were  easily  taken  out  with  a 
stick,  bat  tlie  beat  was  so  great  as  to  make 
the  operation  somewhat  inconvenient.  It 
was  so  hot  as  to  make  the  wooil  blaze ;  but 
soon  grew  hard,  and  in  a  few  minutes  cold 
enough  to  handle.
